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MDOT wants to replace guardrail with split rail fence 
Melrose Township and County officials do not agree

WALLOON LAKE-The Michigan 
Department of Transportation's de- 
cision to replace the metal 
guardrail at Walloon Lake Beach 
with a split rail fence has local offi- 
cials here fearing for the safety of 
beach-goers and motorists alike. 

The Melrose Township Board at 
it meeting earlier this month voted 
unanimously in favor of adopting a 
resolution to oppose MDOT's plan 
to replace the current metal 
guardrail at Walloon Lake Beach 
with a wooden split rail fence be- 
cause such a replacement would be 
“unsafe”. MDOT notified the town- 
ship of its plan in a letter dated 
June 28. 

Township clerk Robin Hissong 
Berry said the current metal 
guardrail was installed 25 years ago 
on the Walloon Lake shoreline at 
the beach across M-75 North from 
Melrose Township Park. The town- 
ship has maintained safety of the 
beach area since 1939, she said. 

Berry said the letter came from 
Jason Bodell, Traffic and Safety En- 
gineer with MDOT in Gaylord, noti- 
fying the township of its plan to 
remove a section of the current 
guardrail to facilitate a proposed 
new pedestrian crossing for the 
evolving Walloon Village 
streetscape design. 

Bodell said in his letter the 
guardrail also needs shortened to 
protect the box culvert for the Bear 
River. 

He said the existing guardrail 
furthermore needs upgraded to 
meet current MDOT and federal 
standards and that there are con- 
cerns its design lacks a capacity “to 
absorb and deflect when impacted 
by a vehicle” in such close proxim- 
ity to a public beach. 

Bodell also cited concerns about 
the how the current guardrail is 
“posted and bolts exposed at child's 
head height”, denoting a child could 
possibly be injured by running into

governmental leaders to new 
staff members and bring 
them up-to-date about the 
impact the agency is making 
in the community.

Hayes said the NLEA has 
arguably become “one of the 
best economic development 
agencies...probably in the 
state.” 

Whether it's an existing 
business or entrepreneurial 
venture, he said his staff is 
ready to consult and direct 
in various business-related 
matters, from employment 
attraction and retention to 
tax abatements and grant 
funding procurement. 

“Individually we're just a 
bunch of small towns, but 
collectively we're a lot big- 
ger,” Hayes said, “We're here 
to help.”

Tn light of so many issues, Bodell 
said MDOT decided to completely 
replace the existing guardrail with 
a wooden, split rail fence that will 
stand 3-foot-high so it won't ob- 
struct the view of Walloon Lake. 

Berry said the notification from 
MDOT came as a surprise to the 
Melrose Township Board. 

“We were just told this is what 
was going to happen,” she said, “So 
we chewed on it and decided we are 
not going to accept that.”

Berry noted it should be obvious 
that a wooden fence would in no 
way offer as much protection as the 
current metal guardrail, which has 
proven itself safe and effective on a 
number of occasions in the past 25 
years since it was installed. 

She said the township board 
agreed that a simple and less costly 
solution would be just to remove a 
section of the existing guardrail so 
it would not interfere with the 
planned pedestrian crosswalk, 
which was at the top of MDOT's list

of concerns. 

Charlevoix County commission- 
ers say they also fear MDOT's pro- 
posed replacement plan will 
threaten the safety of beach-goers 
and motorists along M-75. 

County commissioner George 
Lasater, who represents Melrose 
Township in his district, said at the 
August 10 commision meeting that 
he is stymied that MDOT could 
think a split-rail fence would in any 
way offer more protection to beach- 
goers than a metal guardrail. 

“Common sense has gone right 
out the window,” said Lasater, who 
is the retired Charlevoix County 
Sheriff and has been on the scene at 
countless accidents involving 
motor vehicles and fixed structures. 

Commission chairman Joel 
Evans agreed. 

“The idea of a guardrail there to 
begin with is to protect the people 
at the beach,” he said, noting that a 
car will easily “just roll right 
through” the type of fence MDOT 
wants to install, “I just don't under- 
stand,” Evans added. 


Berry said it's furthermore hard 
to understand how MDOT can jus- 
tify spending taxpayer money ona 
project that local officials consider 
not only unsafe, but overall unnec- 
essary. 

“How about spending some of 
that money on all of the roads and 
bridges we need repaired?” Berry 
asked, “They (MDOT) are always 
whining they have no money, but 
that's because they spend it stu- 
pidly,” she said. 

The fate of the existing metal 
guardrail at the Walloon Lake 
Beach has not yet been sealed, how- 
ever. Berry said the township re- 
cently enlisted the help of its 105th 
District State Representative Tris- 
ton Cole(R) and that in doing so, 
MDOT has since “indicated they 
want to cooperate.” 

Cole was unavailable to comment 
by press time. 

“We just want to emphasize that 
we are currently working with 
MDOT to come up with a solution,” 
Berry said.

The Congressional Senate Appropri- 


ations Committee recently voted to 
eliminate funding for the State Health 
Insurance Assistance Program (SHIP) 
for the year that begins October 1, 2016. 
The Michigan SHIP is called the 
Medicare/Medicaid Assistance Pro- 
gram, often referred to as MMAP. 

If the funding is ended, Michigan 
MMAP as well as similar programs in 
all other states would not be able to 
continue the free services they provide 
to seniors. Jim Verville, Regional Coor- 
dinator for the 10 North-west Lower 
Michigan counties, said that his organ- 
ization helped over 7,000 beneficiaries 
this past year. The myriad of Medicare 
and Medicaid plans along with all of 
the associated requirements and rules 
can be very daunting for seniors. “Ben- 
eficiaries come to us with a lot of anxi- 
ety because health insurance is sucha 
huge concern to them”, said Verville. 
Most people served by MMAP are ona 
fixed income, and want to be sure they 
have health insurance that has the cov- 
erage they want and is affordable. 
MMAP counselors do a great job ex- 
plaining the benefits and costs associ- 


avail-able. 

About half of the Michigan MMAP 
team are volunteers. The others work 
for organizations that provide services 
to seniors including MMAP counsel- 
ing. Verville indicated that he has 52 
counselors in his region. “Each of 
them are trained and certified to pro- 
vide free, local, and unbiased help to 
Medicare beneficiar-ies,” he said. The 
savings that MMAP counselors are 
able to achieve for seniors is substan- 
tial. During the 53 day Annual 
Medicare Enrollment period last year 
the Region 10 team was able to save 
seniors a total of $1.4 million by help- 
ing them switch to another Medicare 
prescription drug plan. “We need to 
start documenting the other areas 
where we help seniors save money”, he 
said. MMAP counselors also screen 
folks for eligibility in the Extra Help 
program that helps pay for their pre- 
scription insurance pre-mium and 
lower the co-payments for their med- 
ications. MMAP counselors also help 
their clients apply for Medicaid bene- 
fits that can pay for their Part B pre- 


and deductible expenses associated 
with their health care. 

Contrary to the Senate action, the 
House Appropriations Subcommittee 
recently voted to continue fund-ing 
SHIP at the current level for the up- 
coming program year. The full House 
budget committee still needs to vote on 
the program budget. It’s not known 
whether there will be floor debates any 
time soon. Chances are neither the 
House nor the Senate funding pack- 
ages will be approved in their respec- 
tive chambers until later this year. 

If Medicare beneficiaries and others 
are concerned about the loss of these 
services, they should contact the 
Michigan US Congressional delega- 
tion. “Personal stories about how 
MMAP has been able to help can also 
be important”, Verville said.

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County considers license fee for bikes to offset cost of trai maintenance 


By Michelle Medjesky 


CHARLEVOIX-As the non-motor- 
ized trail system in northern Michi- 
gan continues to expand, officials in 
Charlevoix County are exploring 
legislation that might require cy- 
clists locally-and maybe eventually 
state-wide- to pay a licensing fee to 
help offset the cost of trail mainte- 
nance. 

Charlevoix County Commission 
chairman Joel Evans said at the 
August 10 commision meeting that 
he is in the process of consulting 
with 105th District State Represen- 
tative Triston Cole(R) regarding the 
possibility of requiring cyclists who 
use the non-motorized trails to pay 
a license/registration fee. Evans 
said the money generated would be 
used to offset expenses the county 
spends to maintain the trails. 

Cole could not be reached for 
comment before press time. 

The commissioner's discussion 
about the notion of possibly requir- 
ing bicycle licensing came just a 
week after completion and opening 
of the first leg of the non-motorized 
trail along C-56 through Young 
State Park that will eventually link 
Boyne City to Charlevoix and the

Lasater agreed that most cyclists 
won't likely have an issue with pay- 
ing a reasonable fee to license their 
bikes to keep the trails rolling. 
Those who don't use the trails 
might also find such a fee amenable 
in just knowing that the cyclists 
who use them are the ones paying 
to maintain them. 

“Tt will be a morale booster for 
them, too,” Lasater said. 


But Christian Janssens, owner of 
Latitude 45 Bicycles and Fitness in 
Petoskey, said he fears that impos- 
ing a licensing/registration fee

ing would be if Charlevoix County 
officials considered forming a task 
force devoted exclusively to that 
cause and joining with Tip of the 
Mitt Trails Council to help ensure 
the job gets done. 

Janssens furthermore urged 
local and state officials to factor in 
the increase in property values that 
is being seen among those who own 
homes along the non-motorized 
trail routes. 

He said some of those homeown- 
ers have reported as much as a 10 
percent increase in property val- 
ues, which translates to millions 
more being paid in property taxes, 
a portion of which should be ear- 
marked for trail maintenance. 

“Just ask the people in Bay Har- 
bor,” Janssens said, noting prop- 
erty values have increased in that 
development just outside of 
Petoskey since the Little Traverse 
Wheelway opened through there 
several years ago. 

Commissioner Evans said he is 
still researching the viability of im- 
posing a local or state license/regis- 
tration fee on cyclists and plans to 
bring his findings before the com- 
mission in coming months.
